ON TURNPIKE ROADS. 


Letrer Il. isha 
To the PRINTER Of the CALSDONTAN MERCURY. 


Sir, 
EFERRING to what FI already faid concerning 
turnpike-roads, I now proceed to obferve, that 
with refpeét to the improving of the country, the 
good roads have enabled farmers pot only to carry 
the produce of their’ farms to market, but alfo to 
bring manures from a diftance, at am expence greatly 
lefg than they otherwife could have done. ‘Phe con- 
fequence is, that farms have rifen univerfally in their 
value to more than double their former amount, and 
the farmers, at the fame time, are much noe ce 
formerly.. Many places are now converted into goo 
fields pg on bay, where nothing but heath before 
ew ;. becanfe a market is brought to their very door 
e. thefe ‘artitlés, in confequence of opening the 
roads. For, it has been computed, that not Jefs than 
ten’ or twelve thoufand pounds a-year is left upon the 
road between Glafgow and Edinburgh, by travellers, 
three-fourths of which goes to the encouragement of 
agricultare, in a diftrict, that, without this circumr 
itance, mult have ever.continued a defart wafte, 
As to the effeéts of the Vag nay upon the. inhabi- 
tants of the towns, they have beén as beneffcial as on 
thofz ia the country. Hay, which before that period 
could not be brougit from more than two miles from 
town, is now brought from the diftance of twelve or 
fifteen miles all'round, and the average price of that 
article, which ufed to be about &d. per lone, is now 
reduced to about 4d. though the quantity now con- 
famed in Edinburgh, be perhaps a. thoufand times 
greater than at the time! allude to. ‘Till the turne 
pikes had been made, it would have been nearly as 
practicable to rear a palate in the moon, a3 to have 
ereéted the buildings that have been conftructed with- 
in the lait twenty years in Edinburgh, The hun- 
~ dredth part of the horfes that afe wanted for thefe fa- 
brics, would have occafioned a famine for, provende 
i eek’s time.

and I faw paid the other day to a common coal-cri- 
ver, the price of 2700 weight, fora fingle horfe art 
of coals, ‘The roll on this cart is two pence. So that 
in this ioftance, 2300 weight of coals (or néarly ix 
horfe-loads) was brought ‘fromthe diitance of fix 


of grain of all forts, and merchandize of every ki 
there is nearly. the fame faving. An ordinary loat 
for a fingle cart to Glafgow is from 2906 to 2560 
weight, in{tead of 300 of 400 weight, as formerly. 

From thefe facts it is clearly demonftrated, that 
turnpikes are the greateft bleflings that can be confer- 
red on a country; and-that, inftead of proving bur- 
denfome, either to the inhabitants of a town or the 
country, they are in the higheft.degree beneficial to 
both. Were it poflible to fer afide the turnpikes, and 
bring the roads back to their former ftate in the fouth 
of Scotland, an univerfal bankruptcy of tenants, 
landlords, and artizans, muft be the immediate con- 
fequence.—How fhort-fighted then muft thofe people 
be, who, by oppofing turapikesy ftrive to continue 
themfelves in’ the fame degree of debafement, to 
which thefe would be reduced in cafe of fuch an event 
having taken place. , 

With regard to travellers, they are equally benefit- 
ed by turapikes as every other active order of the 
people.—For although it /2evs to také money from 
them, yet it adtually faves to them upon the whole, 
a great deal that they muft otherwife have given owt, 
had it not beep for thefe turnpikes.: Here, too, facts 
fhail {peak for Uuamfelves. 

Perhaps the eafieft mode of computing the ex- 
pence of travelling, is by comparing the price fora 
feat in a fly or ftage-coach, from one place to ab- 
other, equally diftant, when with or without tum- 
pikes. For as the undertakers pay for the turnpikes, 
where there are any, this forms apart of the expence™ 
in one cate, which they are not under the necellity of 
paying in the other,—By this rule, then, let us com- 
pare the expence of travelling with or without turn- 


pikes. | 
‘Prom Glafgow to Edinburgh, the neareft road is 44 
miles—the price ofa ftage Schesdightfeillings —which 
is fomething lefs than twopence’farthing a mile. 
From Edinburgh to Aberdeen is 128 miles. The 
price of a ftage ticket two guineas—which is a finall 
fraction lefs than fourpence per mile; In the firft 
cafe, there are turnpikes—through the ‘greateft part 
of the road to A 
from Gfafgow to Edinburgh.—Yet,. notwithitandio 
this extravagant charge, so ehelammanee of the bade 
nefs of the roads, the lofs of-horfes which that occa- 
fions, the breakage of harnefs, the repairs of machine- 
ry, &c. are fo great as to leave the undertakers fo 
little profit, that they are ufually obliged to give it up 
for fome months each winter; during: which time, no- 
thing lefs than four horfes. can drag along, even an 
empty carriage. He that hath ears to hear let him 
hear; he that hath eyesto fee, let him obferve ; and 
if thefe facts do not convince his underftanding, let 
him continue to be an object of derifion by every man 
of comnion fenéeé.
